President Harding refuses to be bluffed into abandonment 
of the Administration legislative program. 
He is not terrified 
by threats of Republican malcontents and Democratic partisans 
to heckle the conference for the limitation of armament. 
Without undertaking to dictate the course of Congress, Mr. 
Harding has given his approval to a program which contemplates 
an unremitting drive straight ahead for enactment of essential 
legislation. 
As outlined by certain Republican leaders following their con­ 
ferences with the President, the program is: 
Passage of the Panama Canal Tolls Bill on October IO, with 
the distinct understanding it is to be held up in the House until 
after the Limitation of Armament Conference. 
Ratification of the German, Austrian and Hungarian peace 
treaties by October 21. 
Passage of a Very much amended Revenue Bill, which will 
carry out the party pledges for repeal of the excess profits and 
higher personal income taxes. 
In spite of House opposition, the tendency is toward adoption 
of the Smoot plan for a production tax calculated to yield ap­ 
proximately $1,000,000,000 in revenue to make up 
the 
losses 
through income and profits-tax changes. 
Consideration of the conference report on the Sterling Anti- 
Beer Bill. Disposition of the Beer Bill will be followed by con­ 
sideration of the railroad-financing legislation. 
That, it is be­ 
lieved, would consume from two to four weeks and would be the 
business before the Senate during the preliminary session of 
the disarmament conference. 
The Administration desires to put an end to all talk that the 
Tariff-Revision Bill is to be dropped. 
The measure will come 
before the Senate early in 1922. Thus far there is no disposition 
to allow it to die. 
Senators New, of Indiana; Moses, of New Hampshire; Dill­ 
ingham, of Vermont, and McLean, of Connecticut, were among 
the Republicans who were reported to have been won over to 
the Smoot plan for a manufacturers’ tax.

The cordiality of the relations between Japan and the United 
States must grow as the years go on, for thereupon depends in a 
large measure the peace of the Orient.”

General Wood said:

Japan. We want only the best relations with our friends across 
the Pacific. We desire to build up our commercial relations under 
conditions of free and friendly competition.” 
General Wood proposed the health of General Yarsanash and 
his brother officers, “beside whom we fought in the World War.” 
General Yamanash, in introducing General Wood, hailed him as I 
“America’s foremost military genius,” and expressed the hope that 
the visit and General Wood’s knowledge of Japan would be factors 
for the making of peace in the Orient. 
General Wood arrived in Tokio Friday and was feted as the 
guest of the Japanese War Office until October 5, when he was 
given an imperial audience, 
He was to sail from Kobe October 
7 on an American cruiser direct for Mal ila, to take the reins of 
the PH {(pines Government. 
General Wood told newspapermen he had found evidence of 
remarkable commercial development in the Philippines during 
his tour of the Islands, but he would not comment on the fitness 
of the Filipinos for self-rule.

By suggest ion from farm bureau ex­ 
perts. farmers are now sowing their 
seed wheat, October I, being set as 
the date for the first planting, in or­ 
der to avoid the Hession fly. 
County Agent Ford S. Prance is an­ 
nouncing a treatment for seed wheat 
for the benefit of the fanners of the 
county. The treatment is as follows: 
Add one pint of formaldehyde, to 30 
gallons of water, for a treatment of 
from 40 to 50 bushels of w heat 
Spread the grain in a layer of 6 
inches deep on a clean floor or w agon 
surface, and sprinkle with the solu­ 
tion, from a sprinkling can. Shovel 
and mix and sprinkle again until the 
seed is all m oist 
Pile up the grain, sprinkle sacks 'n 
which the g-rain is to be moved to the 
field, with the formaldehyde solution, 
and spread them in on the pile. Leave 
the shovel in th pile. 
Treat the drill 
a' t. 
Cover the pile w'th clean canvass 
or blankets, for 
two 
hours. 
Then 
spread it out in a thin layer to dry. 
Sow the grain as soon as it is dry 
enough to run freely through

drill. 
Set the drill to sow at a higher 
rate, in order to allow for swelling of 
the gram.
